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Per  capita  personal  income  of 
the  farm  population  from  all  sources 
in  1963  increased  again  for  the 
fourth  consecutive  year.  It  reached 
a  record  high  of  $1,480  in  1963,  up 
almost  30  percent  from  the  $1,144 
for  1959.  This  rise  over  the  past  4 
years  resulted  from  the  continuing 
decline  in  the  farm  population, ,  an 
increase  in  aggregate  net  farm  in- 
come, and  a  general  expansion  in 
the  economy.  But,  despite  this  mark- 
.  ed  improvement  in  the  per  capita 
income  position  of  farm  people  sinc# 
1959,  they  had  only  about  60  percent 
of  the  income  of  each  nonfarm  res- 
ident in  1963. 
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U.  S.  FARM  INCOME  IN  I963 


Simmary 

Faim  operators  realized  a  net  income  of  $12.3  billion  in  I963  compared 
with  $12.6  "billion  in  I962.    The  decline  from  I962  resulted  from  a  slightly 
lover  average  price  for  farm  products,  higher  production  costs,  and  a  slight 
drop  in  Government  payments  to  farmers.    Although  aggregate  realized  net 
farm  income  declined  almost  3  percent  in  19^3 ^  cash  receipts  froa  farm 
marketings  and  realized  gross  farm  income  reached  record  highs.  Realized 
net  income  of  farm  operators  from  farming  is  the  amount  available  for  spend- 
ing or  investing  after  allowing  for  production  escpenses.    It  does  not  include 
an  adjustment  for  the  value  of  the  physical  change  in  crop  and  livestock 
inventories. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  19^3 *  at  a  record  high  $36.2 
billion,  increased  about  $325  million  frcan  I962  due  to  an  increased  volume 
of  farm  marketings.    Government  payments  to  fanners  were  $50  million  less 
than  the  $1,736  million  paid  out  under  all  programs  in  I962  because  of  a 
smaller  total  to  producers  participating  in  the  Wheat  Program  and  a  drop  in 
payments  under  the  Wool  Program.    Gross  income  realized  from  fanning  rose 
to  a  record  $^4-1.1  billion,  about  $300  million  more  than  in  I962,  but  this 
was  more  than  offset  by  a  $600  million  rise  in  fann  production  expenses. 
Outlays  increased  due  to  the persistent  rise  in  prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
production  items  and  services,  and  larger  purchases  of  some  major  input 
items. 

The  value  of  the  physical  change  in  fann  inventories  was  on  the  plus 
side  again  in  1963  for  the  seventh  consecutive  year.    Both  livestock  and 
crop  inventories  at  the  end  of  I963  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  account- 
ing for  the  net  change  of  $537  million.    Total  net  income  of  farm  operators — 
the  sum  of  realized  net  fann  income  and  the  value  of  the  inventory  change — 
was  estimated  at  $12.8  billion  in  I963,  about  k  percent  less  than  in  I962. 

Realized  net  income  per  farm  from  fanning  was  estimated  at  a  record 
high  of  $3^^30  in  I963,  compared  with  $3,lH4  in  I962.    The  continued  decline 
in  farm  numbers  in  I963  "was  responsible  for  the  higher  income  per  farm. 

Personal  income  per  capita  of  the  farm  population  from  farm  and  nonfam 
so\arces  rose  in  I963  to  an  estimated  $l,i|-80  from  $1,^36  in  I962.  Per 
capita  income  from  both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources  increased  in  I963  due  to 
a  drop  of  more  than  6  percent  in  the  farm  population.    However,  despite 
the  gain  in  per  capita  income  of  the  farm  population  in  I963,  it  remained 
at  just  under  60  percent  of  the  average  income  per  capita  of  the  nonfam 
population.

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Farm  Income  Totals 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I963  vere  up  about  1  percent 
from  1962  to  a  record  level  of  $36,2^8  million,  according  to  preliminary- 
estimates.    This  rise  is  attrihutahle  to  an  increased  volume  of  marketings. 
Farm  prices  were  dovn  about  1  percent.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  live- 
stock products  totaled  $19,5^2  million,  ^khh  million  less  than  in  I962. 
Crop  receipts  totaled  a  record  $16,706  million  in  I963,  up  $771  million 
from  1962. 

Total  Government  payments  to  farmers  in  I963  were  reported  at  $1,686 
million  compared  with  $1,736  million  in  I962.    VJheat  Program  payments  to 
participating  producers  were  ^2lh  million  in  1963,  down  $39  million  from  a 
year  earlier.    Wool  Program  payments  totaled  $37  million  in  I963,  a  drop 
of  about  a  third  from  the  preceding  year.    Payments  under  the  Feed  Grain 
Program  in  I963  totaled  $&+3  million,  virtually  unchanged  from  I962.  For 
1963,  payments  under  the  other  three  major  programs — Soil  Bank,  Conservation 
and  Sugar — showed  little  change  from  I962. 

Nonmoney  income  realized  by  the  Nation's  farmers  was  estimated  at 
$3^135  million  in  both  I962  and  I963.    The  value  of  home  consmption  of 
farm  products  dropped  in  1963^  (iue  to  lower  farm  prices  and  fewer  farm 
families.    The  imputed  gross  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings  was  up  in 
1963  as  farm  real  estate  values  and  dwelling  maintenance  costs  continued 
to  rise  (table  2). 

Realized  gross  farm  incane,  which  includes  cash  receipts  frcm  faim 
marketings.  Government  payments,  and  realized  nonmoney  income,  rose  to  an 
estimated  $^1.1  billion  in  I963,  about  $300  million  higher  than  in  I962. 
Production  expenses  also  rose  in  I963  to  a  record  $28. 8  billion,  some 
$600  million  more  than  in  I962.    With  expenses  rising  faster  than  gross 
income  in  1963^  realized  net  farm  income  dropped  some  $300  million  to  an 
estimated  level  of  $12.3  billion.    Realized  net  farm  income  in  I963  "was 
about  30  percent  of  realized  gross  income,  do-^m  about  1  percentage  point 
from  the  average  of  the  previous  3  years. 

Farmers  consumed  or  sold  slightly  less  of  their  farm  output  in  total 
than  produced  in  I963 — as  in  the  6  previous  years — mostly  because  of  the 
continued  buildup  in  cattle  numbers.    The  value  of  the  physical  change 
in  farm  inventories  last  year  was  estimated  at  $537  million.    This  net 
inventory  increase  added  to  realized  net  farm  income,  yields  $12.8  billion 
as  farm  operators'  total  net  farm  income  in  1963^  down  about  $500  million 
from  1962.    Total  net  farm  income  of  farm  operators  is  a  measure  of  the 
net  value  of  actual  output  during  the  year  and  is  more  nearly  comparable 
with  measures  of  the  net  income  of  nonfarm  proprietors. 
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Income  Per  Farm 

Realized  net  farm  income  per  farm  in  I963  is  estimated  at  $3^430 
compared  -with  $3,i^lit  in  I962.    The  3  percent  decline  in  the  ni^mher  of  farms 
in  1963  vas  the  major  factor  in  the  higher  income  per  farm.    Compared  with 
i960,  realized  net  income  per  farm  in  I963  vas  up  ahout  I6  percent.  Farm 
nmhers  dropped  from  3,9^9,000  in  I96O  to  an  estimated  3,572,700  in  I963, 
and  aggregate  realized  net  farm  income  rose  frcaa  $11,692  million  in  I96O 
to  $12,255  million  in  I963. 

Preliminary  State  estimates  of  income  per  farm  for  I963  are  shown 
in  table  12.    Changes  from  I962  to  I963  in  realized  net  income  per  farm 
hy  States  are  discussed  starting  on  page  21.    These  State  estimates  will 
be  revised  about  midsummer  as  more  complete  information  becomes  available 
on  a  State  basis  on  both  income  and  expenses. 


Personal  Income  Per  Capita 

Personal  income  per  capita  of  the  farm  population  during  I963  is 
estimated  at  $1,^4-80  compared  with  $1,^^-36  in  I962.    Income  per  capita  of 
the  farm  population  from  both  farm  and  nonfarm  sources  rose  again  in  I963 
as  in  the  preceding  3  years.    The  farm  population  apparently  dropped  more 
than  6  percent  in  I963,  and  was  a  major  factor  in  the  per  capita  gain  in 
income.    The  personal  income  per  capita  of  the  nonfarm  population  also  rose 
in  1963  to  an  estimated  level  of  $2,515  compared  mth  $2,4^5  in  I962. 
Farm  people  had  about  kO  percent  less  income  per  capita  than  nonfarm  people 
in  1963,  about  the  same  as  in  I962,  but  relatively  better  than  in  most 
other  recent  years. 


Cash  Receipts  by  Major  Commodities 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I963  totaled  a  record  $3^.2 
billion,  according  to  preliminary  estimates.    This  was  about  $325  million, 
or  1  percent,  more  than  I962.    An  increased  volume  of  marketings  more  than 
offset  a  slight  drop  in  farm  prices. 

Receipts  fran  livestock  and  livestock  products  dropped  about  2  percent 
in  1963  to  an  estimated  $19,5^1-2  million.    This  decline  was  due  primarily  to 
lower  meat  animal  prices  at  the  farm.    Receipts  from  crop  marketings  were 
record  high  in  I963  at  $l6,706  million,  up  5  percent  from  I962.  Crop 
prices  and  marketings  were  higher  in  I963  than  in  I962. 

Lower  prices  to  farmers  for  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs  led  to  a  $500 
million  decrease  in  cash  receipts  for  meat  animals  in  I963,  despite  an 
Increased  volume  of  marketings.    Meat  animals  make  up  about  three-fifths 
of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
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Receipts  from  dairy  products  vere  doim  slightly  in  1963;  with  both  the 
volume  of  marketings  and  the  average  price  fractionally  lover  than  a  year 
earlier.    Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  eggs  were  up  about  3  percent  in 
1963;  farm  prices  vere  slightly  higher  than  in  I962.    Broiler  marketings 
were  up  about  6  percent,  more  than  offsetting  a  lower  farm  price. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  food  grains  were  slightly  higher  in 
1963  than  in  I962  due  mainly  to  a  large  rice  crop.    Farm  prices  for  wheat 
were  very  close  to  a  year  earlier  despite  a  drop  of  I8  cents  a  bushel  in 
the  loan  rate  for  the  I963  crop.    The  prospective  large  exports  of  wheat 
to  Commimist-bloc  countries  helped  maintain  wheat  prices  in  the  last  quarter 
of  1963*    Prices  of  most  feed  crops  except  barley  were  higher  during  19^3^ 
but  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  this  commodity  group  were  not  much 
different  from  I962. 

Receipts  from  cotton  marketings  showed  a  very  sharp  gain  in  I963  with 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  volume  of  marketings.    Cotton  yields  per 
acre  were         po\mds  in  19^3^  exceeding  a  bale  per  acre  for  the  first  time. 
Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  oil  crops  also  moved  up  sharply  from 
1962,  as  the  large  soybean  crop  was  marketed  at  prices  averaging  about 
7  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of 
soybeans  in  19^3  were  estimated  at  a  record  high  of  $1.7  billion,  about 
$■5-  billion  more  than  in  I962. 

Tobacco  receipts  were  off  more  than  5  percent  in  19^3  due  to  a  combi- 
nation of  lower  prices  and  a  smaller  volume  of  farm  marketings.  Sharply 
higher  citarus  prices  and  a  record  large  pecan  crop  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  fruits  and  nuts.    Cash  receipts  frcm 
marketings  of  truck  crops  were  estimated  somewhat  lower  in  I963  than  in 
1962  due  to  a  small  price  decline.    Potato  prices  and  marketings  by  growers 
were  about  the  same  in  I963  as  in  I962.    Receipts  from  sugar  crops  were  up 
substantially  in  I963  as  marketings  of  both  beets  and  cane  for  sugar  were 
substantially  above  a  year  earlier. 


Production  Expenses 

Production  expenses  in  total  were  up  about  $600  million  in  19^3  to  a 
level  of  $28.8  billion.    The  increase  was  well  below  the  $1.1  billion  increase 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  slightly  below  the  $3/^  billion  annual  average 
for  1953-62.    Expenses  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  I963  were  estimated  at 
just  over  $29  billion,  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate.    This  was  a  record 
high  rate,  and  $500  million  above  that  early  in  the  year  (table  l). 

Prices  paid-  by  farmers  for  production  items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage 
rates  were  1.6  percent  higher  in  I963  than  in  I962.    Items  used  in  farm 
production  were  up  about  1  percent,  interest  rates  were  up  12  percent,  taxes 
up  5  percent,  and  wage  rates  up  2|-  percent. 
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Prices  paid  "by  farmers  for  most  of  the  expense  items  were  higher  in  I963 
than  in  I962.    Purchased  feed  prices  paid  hy  famers  vere  up  sharply  in  I963, 
almost  5  percent.    Seed  prices  also  showed  a  strong  increase,  moving  up  7  per- 
cent.   Motor  vehicle  and  farm  machinery  and  equipment  prices  were  noticeably 
higher.    On  the  other  hand,  prices  paid  for  feeder  livestock  and  fertilizer 
in  1963  were  down  5  percent    and  1  percent,  respectively,  from  I962  levels. 
Prices  paid  for  building  and  fencing  materials  were  virtually  unchanged  from 
a  year  earlier. 

Preliminary  indications  point  to  some  changes  in  quantities  of  production 
items  used  in  1963*    Fertilizer  use  increased  substantially,  but  a  drop 
occurred  in  the  number  of  replacement  and  feeder  livestock  purchased.  The 
increase  in  total  fairo  output  also  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  use  of 
services,  such  as  cotton  ginning,  which  was  up  some  $20  million  over  I962 
levels . 

The  use  of  hired  farm  labor  continued  to  decrease  in  19^3 ^  enough  to 
offset  higher  wage  rates.    The  total  farm  wage  bill  is  stabilizing  at  aroiind 
$3  billion  a  year;  this  means  that  the  average  bill  for  hired  labor  per 
farm  is  increasing  as  farm  numbers  decline. 

CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY  196k 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  during  January  196^  are  tentatively 
placed  at  $3^^  billion,  down  about  $50  million  from  the  estimate  for  January 
1963.    The  volume  of  marketings  this  January  was  slightly  smaller  than  a 
year  earlier,  and  prices  received  were  also  on  the  downside.  Livestock 
marketings  were  larger  than  in  January  1963,  but  prices  were  some  6  percent 
lower.    Crop  marketings  were  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  while  prices  were 
up  about  6  percent. 

Principal  gains  this  January  from  a  year  earlier  in  estimated  cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  were  for  tobacco,  soybeans,  and  com.  Declines 
from  the  January  I963  level  were  shown  for  cotton,  wheat,  and  cattle  and 
calves.

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CASH  RECEIPTS  BY  STATES  AKD  REGIONS,  I963 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I963  were 
above  a  year  earlier  in  the  South  Central,  South 
Atlantic,  and  Western  Regions  of  the  coiintry  and 
little  changed  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  East  North 
Central  Regions.    Cash  receipts  were  lower  in  the 
West  North  Central  Region.    The  increase  from  a  year 
earlier  was  largest  in  the  South  Central  States  due 
to  substantial  gains  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi, 
Arkansas,  and  Alabama.    The  decline  in  the  West  North 
Central  Region  was  largely  attributed  to  lower  re- 
ceipts in  Kansas,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  and 
North  Dakota. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  kQ  conterminous  States  showed 
increases  in  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in 
1963  compared  to  I962.    Cash  receipts  in  k  States  were 
virtually  unchanged  from  the  previous  year  while  I7 
States  had  smaller  cash  receipts.    The  changes  ranged 
from  6  percent  less  for  Virginia  and  Colorado  to  Ih 
percent  more  for  Louisiana.      In  32  States,  cash 
receipts  from  marketings  in  19^3  ranged  from  3  percent 
below  to  3  percent  above  I962  (see  chart  on  facing  page). 

Ranked  on  the  basis  of  their  total  cash  receipts 
from  marketings  in  19^3 ^  California  and  Iowa,  as  in 
1962,  ■\'TeTe  first  and  second,  respectively.  Estimated 
receipts  for  California  were  $3»^  billion  and  for  Iowa 
$2.5  billion.    Texas  was  third  and  Illinois  was  fourth. 
These  k  States  were  the  only  ones  in  which  cash  receipts 
exceeded  $2  billion.    Other  major  farm  States,  in  terms 
of  cash  receipts  from  marketings,  were  Minnesota,  Kansas, 
Indiana,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  Noirth  Carolina,  Wisconsin, 
and  Ohio.    These  12  States  mentioned  above,  in  which 
cash  receipts  totaled  $1  billion  or  more  in  1963,  account- 
ed for  $20.3  billion,  or  56  percent  of  total  cash  receipts 
fran  farm  marketings  for  the  1+8  States. 

Factors  affecting  cash  receipts  in  each  state  in 
1963  relative  to  I962  are  discussed  in  the  section 
beginning  on  page  21.

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PRELIMINARY  STATE  ESTMTES  FOR  I963 
REALIZED  NET  INCOME  PER  FARM 


State  estimates  of  per  farm  realized  gross,  realized  net,  and  total  net 
income  for  I962  and  preliminary  I963  are  presented  in  table  12.    These  data 
show  that  for  the  United  States,  realized  net  income  per  farm  in  I963  is  up 
$16  per  farm,  from  ^3,klh  to  $3,^30.    Nineteen  States  show  an  increase  from 
1962;  29  States  show  a  decline.    In  17  States,  the  change  from  a  year  earlier 
was  within  5  percentage  points,  up  or  down,  of  the  I962  average. 

The  factors  in  each  State  most  responsible  for  the  "changes  in  realized 
net  income  are  listed  in  the  comments  that  follow.    Realized  net  income  per 
farm  for  I963  follows  the  name  of  the  State.    The  figure  in  parenthesis  is 
the  percentage  change  from  I962. 

Alabajna- -$2,523  (up  2Cffo) 

Total  cash  receipts  rose  substantially  due  to  sharp  increases  in  receipts 
from  cotton,  eggs,  pecans,  broilers,  and  peanuts.    Receipts  were  lower  from 
potatoes  and  hogs.    Government  payments  to  farmers  declined.    Total  production 
expenses  were  higher  due  to  increases  for  purchased  feed,  depreciation, 
fertilizer,  and  miscellaneous  items.    Outlays  for  hired  labor  declined. 

Arizona --$20, 697  (up  ihj,) 

Higher  cash  receipts  from  cantaloups,  cotton,  hay,  oranges,  and  barley 
accoimted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  total  cash  receipts.    Receipts  from 
cattle  and  calves  and  from  lettuce  declined.    Total  production  expenses  de- 
clined slightly  as  outlays  for  purchased  livestock  dropped  sharply.  Outlays 
for  repairs  and  operation  and  miscellaneous  items  were  somewhat  higher. 
Interest  charges  and  taxes  were  up. 

Arlsansas— $4,to  (up  23^0 

Total  cash  receipts  were  up  sharply.    Receipts  both  for  soybeans  and 
cotton  were  well  above  a  year  earlier.    Gains  were  also  made  in  receipts 
from  sales  of  eggs,  broilers,  and  wheat.    Receipts  declined  slightly  for 
dairy  products  and  cattle  and  calves.    Total  Government  payments  were  below 
a  year  earlier.    Total  production  expenses  were  moderately  higher  due  to 
increases  for  all  items  except  depreciation. 

California— $9,^95  (up  12^0) 

Total  cash  receipts  increased,  due  to  gains  from  hay,  oranges,  eggs, 
sugar  beets,  strawberries,  grapes,  and  rice.    Receipts  were  down  from  cotton, 
cattle  and  calves,  and  from  wheat.    Total  production  expenses  were  somewhat 
higher.

Total  production  expenses  were  somewhat 
lower  as  outlays  for  purchased  livestock  and  hired  labor  declined.  Expenses 
were  a  little  higher  for  interest,  taxes,  depreciation,  and  miscellaneous 
items .

Cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  calves, 
soybeans,  and  com  iTere  a  little  lower.    Total  production  expenses  ^^ere 
higher.    Expenses  increased  for  purchased  feed,  depreciation,  fertilizer, 
taxes,  interest,  and  miscellaneous  items.    Outlays  for  hired  labor  and 
pixrchased  livestock  declined. 

Massachusetts— $2,389  (up  kjo) 

Total  cash  receipts  increased  slightly  because  of  increases  from  tobacco 
and  minor  crops.    Cash  receipts  from  eggs  and  dairy  products  were  down 
slightly.    Total  production  expenses  were  higher.    Gains  were  largest  for 
purchased  feed,  depreciation,  and  taxes.
